Due to the colossal stature and ex- 
traordinary appeal of Goethe', Dr. H. 
Walter of McGlll, In the opening ad- 
dress of the Goethe Centenary cele- 
bration held in Moyse Hall last 
night, explained that the .Montreal 
Branch of Goethe Society had de- 
cided to hold a series of - lectures 
rather than deal with the. numerous 
aspects of the poet. In one attempt. 

In order that tho audience might 
have a clearer insight, of. the poet's 
life Dr. Walter gave a brief outline 
of the city in which Goethe was 
bom and the people from which he 
had sprung.. Frankfort, about the 
year 1760 was of Httlo importance, 
being of no strength /politically and 
only doing a little trading with other 
cities. It was, however the Ideal 
city for the rich, in that anyone 
having an Income o'f over 8,500 
florins was exempt from- taxation. 
Middle-Class < Ancestors. 

As for ancestors, Goethe was 
about equal to. the average His pa- 
ternal grandfather, a ladies' tailor 
who had settled in Frankfort, mar-' 
ried the daughter' of an iriri-keeper 
and thus laid . the foundations of 
comfort for the family. : His. son, 
Johan, father o£ the poet was given 
a good education in law and acquir- 
ed the degree of - Doctor: On his 
failure to obtain a position In the 
government and' a ..desired title, he 
retired from active life and took to 
collecting as a hobby. "The wife of 
Johan was . the daughter of a local 
magistrate and it was ,f rom her . that 
the pool inherited his r glft In the art 
of relating stories. ' '.- \ 

■In.' the " year " 1760, . the city of 
Frankfort ■ was taken by the French. 
It was due to tho French occupa- 
tion of the city that Goethe develop- 
ed a. strong trait of French culture; 
especially in his liking for .drama. 

Johàn Goethe decided that his son 
at 16' year's of age .was ; ready for 
tho University. .Accordingly he was 
sent to thé University of Leipzig 
where he was' to v study' for. the law 
This being, contrary to his taste he 
spent t]ie next three years In ac- 
quiring' the namo of being, a dandy. 
Numerous Love Affairs. 

In the . year 1766 he encountered 
the first of his many love affairs. 
This was with tho daughter of the 
Inn-keeper who after a year of at 
tentlon grew tired of his continual 
demonstrations of Intense jealousy. 
After the sojourn In- Leipzig ho re- 
turned home in a very sickly condi- 
tion. Here' he was brought -undo 
the influence of thé' very pious re- 
form that had' overtaken his family. 
This lasted till he was sent to Stras- 
bourg to continue the study of law. 
Here, owing to the fact that he had 
passed two . preliminary tests ' ho was 
excused from law lectures, he soon 
grew fond of various sciences. The 
general opinion of him 'was that he 
^was a half.witted person noted for 
intense frenzy. Dr- Walter said that 
he is inclined to think the frenzy of 
Goethe was ' merely the symptoms of 
a freeing personality. 

Recalvfa Appointment! 

Up till 1775 he had produced little 
that, was^ worthy of being noted in- 
the lines' of- 1 literary achievement. It 
was about this time that he received 
an appointment: at the court of a

* Interspersed with vapid slang-terms 
and the latest current expressions, the con- 
versation of most students is deplorably 
:V fecking in all that would stamp it as com- 
ing from, an intelligent, well-educated, cul- 
tured individual. Whatever knowledge of 
a Worthwhile nature he may have inadver- 
tently assimilated, the average student 
makes earnest effort to conceal in order to 
egcape the stigma of being designated as 
■Vhigh-hat" or "an intellectual snob" by 
those who religiously adhere to standard 
topics of conversation. If the subject mat- 
• ter of the conversations of most students 
• is to be taken as a criterion it would seem 
that the idea of a university 'as a place 
" where a student is supposed to receive men- 
r tar training, to learn how to use his facul- 
ties and to obtain a grounding in the best 
' thought of the ages, has never reached 
realization. 

At the other extreme, however, are 
those students who indulge in talk that is 
lart and burnished and sounds like 
low of a literary club. They in- 
discuss the modish boo! 
plays and ideas with a solemnity 
ousness which robs their conversation 
all lightness and ease. As grimly serious 
.about art, literature, economics, and politics 
as the average student is flippant and un- 
interested in them, they do not, neverthe- 
less, derive the proper satisfaction and

Insurance with no little success. This 
Is an example of what can be done for 
the type of man selected for help. The 
son of a man prominent In the public 
life of. his home country, ho is a scho- 
lar who holds a degree In economics, 
and speaks no less- than five languages. 

The "chairman feels suro that tho 
college realizes that such men are de- 
serving of all possible aid from their 
fellow students; so long as they are 
down on their luck. It is thought that 
any amount of effort on tho part of 
McGlll undergraduates Is justified if 
a few of these unemployed can be set 
on their feet once more. 

Clothing Welcome 
Duo to the source of ithe relief being 
provided, the men aro In a position to 
take advantage of the educational fa- 
cilities that the committee can pro- 
vide. An appeal Is made that dona- 
tions be not limited to money alone, 
but include clothing, books, and maga- 
zines. Any of these means only a. small 
sacrifice on the part ot the students, 
but makes an enormous difference to 
the straits In which the men find 
themselves. Contributions may be 
taken to the S.C.A., to the Union, or 
to Melbourne Doig. 

Emphasi3 is placed on the fact that 
a personal canvas is an Impossibility, 
but that tho members of the commit- 
tee will try. to reach as many under- 
graduates as possible. Students are 
asked not to depend on the chance of 
being called on In person, but to take 
their contributions to any of the re- 
ceivers named above.

Tho body directing the cumpalgn Is 
really. a sub-committee on finance of 
the Student Unemployment Relief 
Committee, headed by Doug Smith
